In a narrow little street, full of 
nooks and angles, stands a quaint 
brick house, nooky and full of angles 
too.

It seemed to me on 
the unreasoning instant, that on that 
silent, viewless breath of air lile was 
returning to the inanimate frame.

I came 
closer and looked eagerly into the 
face—a calm, still face, with yellow 
lashes veiling the palely-tinted under­ 
lids, and a waxen bloom like a roseate 
shadow on cheek and lip. Soon, as I 
looked, the features changed—a shade 
swept over the face—indistinct—such 
as sometimes a glint of sunlight fiings 
on ice or steel.

I was certain of it. 
Quick as thought I lifted the figure 
and carried it to a sofa in an adjoin­ 
ing room, and disrobing the urm, 
stuck my lance deep into a vein. The 
blood came dark and clotted, a drop at 
a time, then swifter and in a ruddier 
stream.

What Local Option is Doing. 


There is something more in Local 
Option than is dreamed of in our phil­ 
osophy. It is announced that owing 
to the no-license expression of the 
people the Pacific distillery of San 
Erauciaco has reduced its daily manu­ 
facture of whisky one-half, and that 
the other distiileries find it necessary 
to do likewise. The Pacific distillery 
is owned by G eo. O u l t o n & Co. They 
admit to the manufacture of three 
thousand gallons of liquor per day. 
Their monthly revenue tax at the rate 
of seventy cents per gallon, amounts 
to something over twelve thousand 
dollars per w’eek. The Pacific manu­ 
factures about one-half of the spirits 
produced in the State. This does not 
include what is imported from the 
East or elsewhere. Up to the present 
time at least six thousand gallons of 
whisky per day were manufactured in 
this State. We mean spirits, and we 
have no means of knowing how many 
gallons of four dollar whisky this, 
spirits rectifies. 
Experts have our 
permission to figure on the cost of the 
luxury until they are satisfied with 
the result. 
Not one-fourth of the 
towns and townships of the State have 
yet spoken on Local Option, yet we 
are told that already the consumption 
of whisky is reduced one-half. There 
is a great saving somewhere. The 
Government loses about fifty thousand 
per m outh on whisky revenue; O u l ­ 


to n & Co. lose two or three times that 
amount, and the other distilleries lose 
to a like extent. If the people are 
saving all this money, the shabbiest 
old whisky-bloat in the State will 
soon become a bloated aristocrat. 


Our Library. 


The report of Librarian L i t t l e ­ 


f ie l d published in the H e r a l d a few 
mornings ago, shows that while the 
public library of this city is a very’ 
cred itab le institution it cannot be­ 
come still more creditable, unless aid 
more substantial than it is now re­ 
ceiving Is obtained. Its only source 
o f rev en u e is d u es from members and 
voluntary contributions, and at this 
time these are not sufficient to defray 
the current expenses. At this rate no 
new books can be added, and worse 
still the library will soon be running 
in debt. Possibly a considerable in­ 
crease of membership might be ob­ 
tained, but even then the income 
would not be sufficient to make the 
library what we should all like to see 
it. We do not suppose for a moment 
that our citizens are so indifferent as 
to care little whether the library lives 
and prospers or wanes and finally dies. 
It is something in which all are inter­ 
ested, and we have reason to believe 
that the general sentiment is that the 
Council shall avail itself of the privi­ 
leges granted by the special act of the 
Legislature passed at the last session, 
and raise the library to a position of 
permanency. The tax will be so light 
as to be scarcely felt, and when con­ 
sidered in connection with the great 
advantages which will result from it 
no one will regret its payment. The 
Council has the m atter under consid­ 
eration, and as we know the members 
of that body are willing to conform to 
the wishes of the people, we have no 
doubt of the future prosperity of our 
library. 


Too Much License. 


I t comes within the pale of possibil­ 
ities that we are troubled with a little 
too much tax in the shape of license. 
It is all very well for a city to protect 
its trade and tradesmen, by requiring 
people who come from the outside to 
take out a license before vending their 
wares on our streets. 
But there 
should be some discretion used. There 
is a stopping place somewhere, or the 
farmer who sells a load of hay or a 
dozen of eggs is liable to a fine for sell­ 
ing goods without a license. 
The 
products of the country should not be 
■ ibject to this species of taxation, and 
the man who grows an article should 
be permitted to sell that article in the 
city without having to take out license 
therefor. We hear many complaints 
from producers that they are required 
to pay license before they are permit­ 
ted to sell what they claim they 
should have a right to sell free of 
license taxation. 


T h e cars of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road Company recently ran over and 
killed a young womau, a passenger on 
the train. She was alone, and with­ 
out means or friends. The accident 
occurred at Reno, and the people of 
th at town buried the unfortunate girl. 
The railroad company offered twenty 
dollars toward defraying the funeral 
expenses, but the good people of Reno, 
believing that if that was all they 
could afford to give they could not af­ 
ford to give that, and generously re­ 
turned the twenty.

An election will soon come off in 
Nevada, and already newspapers are 
springing up like mushrooms all ever 
the State. They will live until the 
day after the election. 


We like a strong-minded woman, 
not one of your sticklers for equal 
rights including the right to talk her­ 
self through tiie world at the expense 
of those who w6rk—but a woman who 
is strong-minded enough to be true to 
herself and to be a true woman. The 
woman who is strong-minded enough 
to m aintain herself at some honorable 
occupation and ask no favors of any 
cne beyond the respect and esteem 
that every honest man gives to such 
a woman, is the kind of strong-mind­ 
ed woman we like, yea more than like, 
we admire. 
We should like to see 
such women in banks, stores, shops, 
factories, schools, colleges, and news­ 
paper offices. We should like to see a 
few more such women in our homes 
the mothers of tlia rising generation. 
There are a thousand occupations that 
women might follow creditably and 
honorably. W hy don’t they? Be­ 
cause when they attem pt to do so men 
—at least that is what they call them­ 
selves—sneer at and ridicule them; 
call them strong-minded old spinsters. 
Women are better adapted' for retail 
dry goods clerks than the thousands 
ot nice little bundles of cheek and 
conceit who in two many instances 
fill those places, yet let the proprietor 
of a store employ a girl as clerk and 
see how soon the “gentlemen” clerks 
will work her out of the establish­ 
ment. This result has followed the 
experiment in San Francisco in a hun­ 
dred, perhaps a thousand cases. The 
young men are afraid she will crowd 
them out of employment. We wish 
the girls could do just what the nice 
little boys fear they will do. The fact 
is woman would do a great deal more 
than they do if the men would permit 
them. We should like to see honest 
hard working 
woman 
sufficiently 
strong minded to overcome these 
prejudices against them. 


T h e people of Independence, Inyo 
county, are moving in the work of 
connecting themselves with the out­ 
side world by telegraph. It is under­ 
stood that for a bonus of $15,000 a line 
will be built from some point on one 
of the southern lines to Independence. 
We do not know by whom the offer is 
made nor who is to own the line after 
it is in operation. These are points 
upon which the people interested 
should luform themselves. 
If the 
wire is put up by either the Atlantic 
and Pacific or We«tern Union Com­ 
panies, it is a safe investment and the 
tariff will not be exorbitant, but if a 
private individual is to do the work 
care should be taken that the main 
line with which it connects will doits 
business without the usual heavy tar­ 
iff charged an independent branch 
line. 


W e do not know how it is nor why 
it is, but it is a fact that the tele­ 
graphic dispatches sent down here are 
about the hugest libels on news reports 
that were ever foisted on an intelli­ 
gent public. To a person familiar 
with the business of compiling news, 
they are simply disgusting. 
They 
contain neither rhyme, reason, sense 
nor logic; and as for news, why, the 
ingredient does not enter into the 
miserable composition. 
A sufficient 
number of words are sent, but they 
seem to be selected with especial refer­ 
ence to their dullness, and the com­ 
piler evidently labors hard to select 
such paragraphs as lie is certain con­ 
tain nothing of interest to any one. 
W hy the telegraph company does not 
have its reporter send the current news 
of the day, is a problem. His obtuse­ 
ness has become too infernal monot­ 
onous. 


T h e people of San Bernardino are 
alive to the importance of having a 
beet sugar factory in their vicinity. 
A number of energetic gentlemen are 
interesting themselves in the work, 
and the local papers say the enterprise 
is certain to be carried toa successful 
termination. We hope to see the mill 
in operation. One of these factories 
in this part of the State will induce 
the building of half a dozen others, and 
the company taking the initiatory 
will have just so much the start of 
those that follow. 


T h e Chronicle wants to know why 
M a cCr e l l i s h , of the Alta, does not 
go and shovel sand as nature intended 
he should. Mac might respond that 
if nature was consulted in the matter 
the publishers of the Chronicle would 
be tramping mud in a brick yard 
across the'bay. At least they would 
not be publishing a newspaper. 


W e never had a high opinion of 
V ic t o r ia W o o d iiu l l , and the Chron­ 
icle's statement that some of her re­ 
marks in a recent lecture made its re­ 
porter blush, places her still lower in 
our estimation.

In the city of Rochester, New York, 
at the Presidential election of 1872, 
S u s a n B. A n t h o n y and several other 
ladies voted. They were indicted by 
a Grand Jury and the trial came off 
before a jury, Justice H u n t presiding. 
The evidence offered by the defend­ 
ants to prove that they did not intend 
to commit an unlawful act and did 
not know they had no right to vote 
was admitted, but after the trial had 
reached a certain stage, Justice H u n t 
withdrew the evidence and percm- 
torily ordered the jury to find a ver­ 
dict in accordance with the instruc­ 
tions he would give them. 
Under 
those instructions the jury found the 
defendants guilty and fines were im ­ 
posed. Now Miss A n t h o n y has pe­ 
titioned Congress for a remission of 
her fine. The Judiciary Committee 
of the House investigated the m atter 
and reported a bill granting the peti­ 
tion with a strong recommendation 
that it pass. The Committee of which 
B u t l e r was Chairman, was composed 
of some of the ablest lawyers of the 
nation. The proposition to rem it the 
fines does not turn upon what Miss 


A n t h o n y and her friends believed, 
or of what they were ignorant. It was 
their business to know the law. The 
fact that one violates a law through 
ignorance of its existence 
is 
no 
palliation. Everybody is presumed 
to know the law 
and 
the 
plea 
that 
they 
do 
not 
cannot 
be 
set up as excuse or justification. The 
point at issue in the case in question 
is the ruling of Judge H u n t . 
The 
right to strike out testimony is not 
denied, but the peremptory order to 
the jury to find a verdict as directed 
by the Court, appears to be a blow 
aimed at the right of trial by jury. 
The Constitution guarantees this right 
to every one indicted for crime, and 
the common law defines the duties of 
both Court and jury—the Court ex­ 
plains the law, but the evidence be­ 
longs to the jury.. Under the ruling 
of Justice H u n t a jury is a nonentity 
and the jury system a mere farce. 
W ith such Justices as he, the instruc­ 
tion to the jury is the judgment of the 
Court. 
The House Committee on 
Miss A n t h o n y ’s petition close their 
report with this language: 
“ Because the fine upon Miss A n ­ 
t h o n y was imposed by a Court of the 
United States for an offense on trial 
by a jury, without the same being 
submitted to the jury; and because the 
Court assumed to itself the right to 
order and enter a verdict without sub­ 
m itting the case to the jury ; and in 
order that the judgment of the House 
of Representatives may, in a most 
signal and impressive form, mark its 
determination to sustain in its integ­ 
rity the common law right of trial by 
jury.”

THE LYNCHING. 


THE 
DETAILS 
BY A “ HERALD” 
COR­ 


RESPONDENT. 


How 
t h e Villain w a s C a p tu r e d , 
S h o t a n d H u n g . 


E d it o r H e k a l d : Seeing some very 
important facts relative to the Puente 
Mills tragedy in your paper of yester­ 
day very incorrectly given, I thought 
it my duty to the public to rectify 
them by giving as brief an account of 
the whole affair as possible. Monday 
evening the Mexican who committed 
the assault on Mr.Turner and wife came 
to his store and bought a few bits 
worth of goods, at the same tim e no 
doubt examining the premises thor­ 
oughly. 
ON TUESDAY, 
Late in the afternoon, lie returned 
and remained till dark, when lie be­ 
gan m aking some purchases, having 
with him sixty dollars in gold coin. 
He bought between thirty and forty 
dollars worth of goods, the greater 
part of which he paid for. Mr. Turner 
remaining in the store so long after 
dark aroused suspicion in his wife, 
who had already gone to bed, causing 
her to go from the house to the store, 
some one hundred yards distant, to as­ 
certain the cause of her husband’s 
stay, as he was not accustomed to do 
business after dark. W hile she was 
there, seated in the store, Mr. Turner 
came round from behind the counter 
to show the Mexican, who went by the 
name of El Gordo, some boots, when 
he was caught around the neck by the 
Mexican with his left arm, while with 
his right hand he attempted to 
CUT MR. TURNER’S THROAT 
W ith a large knife resembling a prun­ 
ing knife. 
Mr. 
Turner instantly 
caught the knife w ith hoth hands and 
received terrible cuts on all of his 
fingers, while endeavoring to prevent 
his throat being cut. H e received a 
severe cut in the neck, but not a dan­ 
gerous one. Mrs. Turner seeing the 
dangerous situation her husband was 
in, sprang immediately to his relief, 
and placed a pistol, a small-sized five- 
shooter, to tne desperado’s back and 
attempted to fire, but could not do it, 
as, she supposed afterwards, that she 
still retained hold of the ham m er with 
her thumb. She then seized the coat 
collar of the ruffian and dragged him 
away from her husband, who ran out 
of the store door towards the house 
for his pistol, not knowing that his 
wife had it with her. As he ran to­ 
ward the house the Mexican followed, 
shooting three times at him, none of 
the shots however taking effect. Mrs. 
Turner, as soon as the Mexican got out 
of the door, managed to get the pistol 
off and fired one shot at him, and fol­ 
lowed after him and her husband. 
The Mexican returning met Mrs. Tur­ 
ner, and 
FIRED ONCE AT HER, 
It taking effect—entering below the 
right shoulder blade and lodging in 
the flesh below the left. The Mexican 
then returned to the store and robbed 
the store of five packages [of silver; 
four packages of them, each con­ 
taining 
twenty 
dollars 
in 
half­ 
dollar 
pieces, 
the 
fifth 
was 
a 
package of four dollars in dimes, 
m aking in all eighty-fuur dollars, but 
left some seventy-eight dollars, which 
was loose, still in the till. He also 
took some goods, but what quantity is 
not exactly known. It was not sup­ 
posed, as published in your paper ef 
June 4th, that the Mexican had any 
confederates,and it is now confirmed by 
the Mexican himself that he had none. 
Mr. Turner, as soon as he reached the 
house, still bleeding fearfully from 
his wounds, started to his nearest 
neighbor, some five hundred yards 
distant, to procure assistance. Med­ 
ical aid was immediately sent for and 
the neighborhood alarmed. 
Nothing 
was done that night to capture the 
would-bc-murderer, 
but 
the 
next 
morning 
OFFICER HARE, 
Of Los Angeles, w’ho came out with 
Doctor McKee, with Officer Bryant of 
El Monte and others, instituted a 
search for him, and ascertained where 
he had lived for a year or two past, 
and also the fact of his intended m ar­ 
riage. The following night the same 
, with the exception of Officer 
are, continued the search, which 
proved fruitless. 
Your description of the Mexican is 
correct, with the exception of his age, 
which was about tweuty-five instead 
of forty years. His nickname was El 
Gordo, oy which lie was generally 
known, but his proper name was Jesus 
Romo, and he never went by the name 
of Tres Pinos. 
The day he committed the deed he 
was paid sixty dollars by Pedro Ver­ 
dugo, for work done previous to Sep­ 
tember last, and not by Señor Lugo, as 
stated by you. 
The rest of your description of the 
affair is correct, as far as known by 
me. 
EARLY THIS MORNING 
Information was received th a t El 
Gordo was lying concealed in a thick 
patch of willows and underbrush, 
about three miles southwest of the 
mill, and intending to leave the coun­ 
try at midnight. 
Officer Bryant and 
sixteen men had the place surrouuded 
by half-past 10 o’clock A. M. 
Search 
was instituted, and ere long the vil­ 
lain was seen by one of the party, 
lying secreted beneath some shrubs by 
the bank of the San Gabriel river. El 
Gordo, thinking his only chance of 
escape was to kill his pursuers and 
cross the river to a denser thicket, 
raised his pistol to fire, but was out- 
manuevred by the party giving chase 
and shot twice ere lie cried for mercy. 
On being taken, severely wounded, lie 
pointed out to the party where the 
goods and money remaining from the 
robbery were hid. Seventy-three dol­ 
lars and fifty cents in Half dollars and 
three dollars and ninety cents in 
dimes were found, thus corresponding 
with the money lost from the mill. A 
few dollars worth of dry goods, some 
that he had bought and some stolen, 
lay with the money. 
ELClORDO ACKNOWLEDGED H IS CRIME, 
But for the satisfaction of Mr. and 
Mr» Turner was taken to the mill for 
their identification, and ou being rec­ 
ognized by them as the would-be mur­ 
derer, Officer Bryant procured a two- 
horse wagon and started with his 
prisoner to Lexington. 
Swift, how 
ever, was the justice which overtook 
the evil-doer; for the wagon had not 
gone more than a quarter of a mile 
ere several masked men made their 
appearance, and overpowering the 
officer and his guard, a masked man 
gathered the reins, and turning back

but monster bears.

To run 
was destruction ; to advance the 
same. W ith admirable presence of 
mind he picked up two stones, struck 
them together, and raising his voice

About 2 P. M. the church bells 
tolled out the sad intelligence that 
some one had gone to th at bourne 
whence no man returneth. On mak­ 
ing Inquiries we found it to be the re­ 
mains of our dusky brother. 
The 
coffin was one of the best the city af­ 
fords, and the clothing and other 
fixtures of burial cost at least $100. 
The hearse was followed by a number 
of carriages containing relatives and 
friends.

white-breasted bird fluttering above 
their beds. A family of Loch Ranza 
Arran know when one of their kin is 
about to die, by an invisible piper 
playing a lament on the hill-side. 
When death proposes visiting a Mac­ 
lean of Toclibury, the unwelcome 
caller is heralded by the spirit of a 
battle-slain ancestor ringing the bells 
on his fairy bridle, as he gallops twice 
round the old homestead. As a rule, 
death-announcing phantoms are of the 
feminine gender. No Lady Holland 
expects to shuttle off this mortal noil 
until she has seen a shadowy counter­ 
feit presentment of herself.
